R.  Sorensen,  Labor,  called  upon 
the  Prime  Minister  to  express,  along 
with  the  President  of  the  Untied 
Stales,  a more  specific  declaration 
on  postwar  economic  reconstruction 
benrflLi  for  all  peoples. 

Mr.  Churchill  replied  he  had 
nothing  to  add  to  his  statement  of 
March  22.  but  Sorenson  pleaded  dis- 
quiet existed  over  what  were  felt 
lo  be  modifications  in  the  charter 
and  asked  the  Prime  Minister  to  aid 
In  restoring  faith  in  those  principles. 

"1  am  always  Uiinking  about  It, 
but  there  are  others  to  be  considered 
a* -well  ns  the  British  Government," 
Mr.  Churchill  answered.

10, 175.000  feci 
of  cedar,  2.225.000  feet  of  hemlock. 

570.000  feet  of  white  pine,  100.000 
feet  of  balsam  and  5.600  cedar  poles, 
There  were  17  000.000  feet  on  the 
northeast  corner,  off  the  watershed 
proper,  which  could  be  logged  with- 
out damage  to  the  watershed.  Tills 
area  was  unsatisfactory  for  selective 
logging. 

Clean  lodging  might  destroy 
either  watershed  by  causing  It  to 
dry  out  and  by  causing  quick  run- 
off with  consequent  heavy  erosion. 

Selective  logging  on  a sustained 
yield  basis  should  be  practical  on 
the  Sooke  watershed  and  should 
provide  a small  profit,  aald  Mr 
Orchard.  He  Included  returns  to 
the  city  from  taxes,  and  Indirectly 
through  employment,  as  profit.

Palau,  but  it  was  considered  likely  It 
li  a heavy  carrier  bombing  strike 
such  as  those  which  blasted  Truk 
and  the  Mariana*. 

The  attack  on  Palau  is  the  nearest 
blow  of  major  power  yet  delivered 
In  the  direction  of  the  Philippines. 
Palau  is  906  nautical  miles  east  and 
slightly  south  of  Manila  and  about 
2.000  nautical  miles  from  Toklo. 

The  Palau  Islands  are  a group  of 
200  small,  heavily  wooded,  volcanic 
Island*  at  the  western  end  of  the 
Caroline  chain.  The  communiques 
mention  that  enemy  search  planes 
operating  from  New  Ouinea  as  well 
as  the  Carolines  detected  the  ap- 
proaching task  force  suggests  that 
the  fleet  force  cruised  south  of  Truk 
in  closing  in  on  Palau. 

The  Japanese  had  withdrawn  war- 
ships from  Truk  after  that  naval 
base  stronghold  was  battered  Feb- 
ruary 16-17.

It  is  needless,  perhaps,  to  point  out  that 
hospital  service  can  never  be  developed  over- 
night. It  must  always  be  planned  ahead. 
That  is  what  the  directors  of  the  Royal 
Jubilee  Hospital  are  doing.  Months  must 
elapse  after  the  funds  have  been  raised  before 
the  building  will  stand  ready  lor  furnish- 
ings. at\d  there  again  is  a complicated  prob- 
lem in  itself.  Little  by  little,  however,  the 
thing  can  be  done.  I he  appeal  to  the 
citizens  of  Victoria  and  the  surrounding 
municipalities  tomorrow  has  behind  it  every 
genuine  claim  that  could  be  advanced  on 
behalf  of  humanity,  not  when  it  is  well,  but 
when  jj  is  ailing  and  in  desperate  need  of 
attention.  Victoria  has  done  much  for  far 
corners  of  the  world.  Now  let  us  do  this  one 
thing  for  ourselves! 
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Apparently  there  ere  wnie  Vic- 
torians who  are  more  interested  in 
what  has  been  not  Inaptly  called 
the  tourist  trade  than  ja.ey  are  In 
provldu^t  faeillUes  for  Us  logical 
expansions*.

Dividends  Must  Be*  Farne-d 

The  proposed . purchase  of  the  B C. 
Electric  Railway  Company  and  its  assets 
invites  consideration  of  the  value  of  these 
assets,  which  have  been  estimated  variously 
from  $70,000,000  to  SMO.000.000.  and 
while  the  Government  has  broad  powers  of 
expropriation,  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Province 
would  exercise  them  when  dealing  with  the 
broad  cross-section  of  the  population  of 
Canada  who  would  be  involved  through 
stock  holdings.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose 
that,  the  final  figure  might  be  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $100,000,000.  more  or  less. 

One  of  the  reasons  advanced  for  the  tak- 
ing over  of  the  B.C.  Llectric  is  so  that  the 
people  would  own  the  holdings  themselves, 
and  would  therefore  not  be  under  the  neces- 
sity of  sending  dividends  to  individuals  who 
owned  the  company. 

It*  should  be  apparent  lhat  whether  the 
Provincial  Government  buys  the  whole 
undertaking,  or  whether  the  Province  assists 
the  financing  of  the  purchase  of  the  under- 
taking by  individual  municipalities  and  buys 
only  a section  for  itself,  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  have  an  issue  of  $100,000,000 
worth  of  bonds  in  total  to  cover  this  pur- 
chase It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
interest  rate  could  be  P « per  cent  or  more, 
which  would  amount  to  S3. 125.000  in- 
terest per  year,  without  allowing  for  de- 
preciation amortization,  or  other  charges, 
which  would  be  paid  out  to  bondholders. 

I herefore,  so  far  as  money  distributed  to 
stockholders  is  concerned,  it  would  be  re- 
placed by  a bond  interest  distribution.  In 
the  first  instance,  this  is  payable  so  far  as 
common  stockholders  are  concerned  only  il 
a profit  is  made.  In  the  case  of  the  second, 
these  would  be  bonds  guaranteed  by  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  and  interest 
would  be  payable  whether  the  undertaking 
.showed  a profit  or  a loss. 

Arguments  for  taking  over  the  utility  must 
stand  on  their  own  merits.  Carrying  charges 
of  up  to  $3,125,000  per  annum  and  fresh 
Provincial  debt  to  the  extent  of  some 
$100,000,000  arc  not  likely  to  be  bolted 
by  the  public  sight  unseen.  It  would  be  all 
very  well  if  public  utilities  could  only 
profit.  Unfortunately  they  can  also  lose.  It 
is  the  divirfcnd-less  taxpayer  who  would 
pay  then.  Dividends  have  to  be  tamed.

1 he  overwhelming  support  given  to  the 
national  administration  of  Mr.  Churchill  in 
yesterday’s  vote  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
Westminster,  shows  where  the  war  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom  stands  in  the 
confidence,  and  ihc  affection,  of  the  people. 
It  was  Mr.  Churchill  himself  who  sought 
that  test,  which  he  need  not  have  done.

Dr.  W.  A Hepburn,  of  Ayr,  Great 
Britain  is  reorganizing  her  educational  system 
from  the  ground  up.  and  that  was  the  aim 
of  the  Bill  before  Parliament.  In  this.  Dr. 
Hepburn  pointed  out.  it  was  desired  to  at- 
tract as  many  male  teachers  as  possible,  not 
to  the  exclusion  of  women  teachers,  but  to 
preserve  a reasonable  balance  m what  was 
realized  to  be  a very  Rrcat  experiment,  and 
one  with  untold  benefits  in  the  future.  In 
the  school  Bill  at  least,  it  was  not  a ques- 
tion of  equal  remuneration  for  identical 
work,  but  a deliberate  inducement  to  men 
to  enter  the  teaching  profession  and  to  stay 
there. 

Nobody,  on  this  side  of  the  water  or 
elsewhere,  will  ever  be  able  to  beg  the  ques- 
tion of  human  rights.

Before  a freight  train  leaves  it* 
originating  point,  all  cars  are  thor- 
oughly inspected  against  mechanical 
defect*.  Should  a defect  develop 
en  route,  the  flaw  is  sure  to  be  de- 
lected by  a car  inspector  at  a ter- 
minal point  and  the  condition  cor- 
rected. Wheels  usually  lead  the  list 
of  casualties  and  any  one  of  many 
cause*  can  be  responsible.  There- 
fore, wheels  always  receive  a sharp 
Inspection  When. one  Is  found  to 
be  Imperfect,  the  In*  pec  tor  Imme- 
diately marks  the  car  for  the  repair 
track  and  here  the  work  of  re- 
placing the  damaged  wheels  with  a 
new  pair  is  done 

The  old  wheel*  eventually  find 
their  way  to  a foundry  to  be  melted 
down,  virgin  metal*  added  and  re- 
casted  as  new  wheels.  This  method 
applien  both  to  Canadian  National 
cars  and  to  otrSof  foreign  roads 
operating  over  Canadian  National 
lines.  i 

The  sturdy  wheels  on  freight  cars 
have  played  a big  port  In  Canada's 
war  effort.  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways record  freight  traffic  would 
not  have  been  accomplished  In  1943 
without  new  wheels  to  replace  those 
worn  out  in  active  service.

HI*  hobby  began  80  years  ago 
when  a*  a small  boy  of  nine  he  had 
been  sent  to  collect  a tin  ot  worm* 
and  had  found,  instead,  some  flint 
arrow  head*.  That  wax  In  Southern 
Kentucky,  on  the  boundary  between 
North  and  South  and  the  habit  con- 
tinued through  the  days  of  15641.  go- 
ing on  the  six-month  trek  to  South- 
ern California. 

Many  agate*  are  among  hi*  col- 
lection. including  a stone  which  In- 
dian* believe  I*  a panacea  for  thirst. 
Some  of  these  water  agates  contain 
about  a teaspoonful  of  water.  "How 
it  got  there  Is  the  164  question.  The 
stone  t*  ao  hard  that  a file  will  not 
touch  It,”  Mr.  Bledsoe  explained. 

The  veteran  prospector  and  miner 
said  he  had  come  here  52  year*  ago.

"None  of  the  beaches  can 
compare  with  Vancouver  Island  for 
colored  pebbles;  some  have  line*  so 
tine  that  there  are  17.000  per  Inch, 
yet  they  never  cross,"  he  recalled 
Samples  of  mother-of-pearl  from 
I he  Queen  Charlotte  Islands*-*  beau- 
tiful turquoise  matrix,  atones  of 
Jewel-llke  colors  and  strange  uni- 
form designs,  were  shown  club  mem- 
bers.
